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Applicant argues that Saulas'071 fails to disclose at least one opening for receiving part of a 
container is noted. This is not persuasive because Saulas'071 discloses each engaging edge 44, 
46 configured to engage the underside of a radially protruding part of the container (page 4, line 
20-22) and the engaging edge is provided by an edge of the at least one opening. Therefore, the 
at least one opening is configured for receiving part of the container. 

Applicant argues that the engaging edge 44, 46 of Saulas'071 is provided by the tab 30 "NOT AT 
ALL by the edge of any of the openings" is noted. This is not persuasive because the opening is 
extended around the tab 30. The engaging edge provided by the tab 30 which is part of the edge 
of the opening. 

Applicant argues that Saulas f 071 fails to disclose "the retaining structure depends from the inner 
panel portion and is provided with the at least one opening" is noted. This is not understood 
because any part of the inner panel portion is considered equivalent to "depending from the inner 
panel portion" as claimed. Applicant admits that "depending from" means "hanging down from" 
is noted. This is not accurate because the opening is not hanging down from the panel 12 (see 
Figure 3 of the instant patent applicant). Saulas'071 discloses the tab 30 with engaging edge 44, 
46 is hanging down from the panel 12 (Figure 3). 

Applicant's arguments filed on 6/6/2006 have been fully considered but they are not deemed to 
be persuasive for the reasons as stated in the Final rejection.
